The wrong men can work a 
good plan wrongly, just as the right men can 
work an antiquated system in the interest of the 
public. In spite of all the wel!-meant precautions 
of the experts, the human element remains an es- 
sential factor. There never was a scheme so good 
that political partisanship has not found. a way 
around it. There never will be a “system” so 
perfect that the wrong sort of men cannot learn 
to “beat” it for the furtherance of their personal 
or party interests and to the detriment ef the 
general public. One example, in another field,

Practically the 
entire State, except parts of the south- 
eestern section, recetyed rain—more 
than for’the preceding 29 days of June. 

Dividing ‘the State by a diagonal line 
from Jasper County in in the - southwest 
to Lewis County in the northeast, the 
territory of sufficient or fair rainfall 
for the month lay to the north and west 
of this line, while to the south and east 
was a territory generally deficient in 
moisture.

to pay the soldiers. Dr. Amador said: 
“They sent the money by draft on the 
Bank of Ehrman in gold and there it 
was changed for us in Colombian 
silver.’’ 

Huertas sent an officer to the 
treasury, and there received eight boxes 
full of silver money, which he took in 
a public coach to the Chiriqui barracks, 
where, on seeing him enter with the 
money, Gen. Huertas called his men to- 
gether and addressed them, saying: 


“The U. 8S. Recompenses Their 
i Efforts. 
Soldiers, owing to the exertion of Dr. 


Amador and myself we have obtained 
that the United States shall recompense 
your efforts. The money which is de- 
nied us by the Government of Bogota 
we have here in the treasury. Col. Cal- 
deron has just brought it and he will 
proceed in a few minutes to pay you. 
The Bank of Ehrman changed the 
American gold we received into silver 
and has given it to the treasury to at- 
tend to our immediate needs. We have 
money! We are free! The cruisers 
which are here remove all our fears. 
Colombia may battle with the weak, but 
she holds here peace in the presence >f 
the United States. The Tiradores batta- 
lion, which is in Colon without ammuni- 
tion cannot withstand us; we are more 
numerous and have more arms. The 
railroad is at our orders, and the port 
of Colon is well guarded by the cruisers 
of the Americans, who, in case of 2 
fight, will land men to back us up! Do 
not fear! We are free and powerful! 
Colombia is dead! Long live independent 
Panama! Long live Dr. Amador! Long 
live the American Government!’’ 
350 Apiece to the Soldiers, : 

Immediately the payment of the 
soldiers began, each man receiving 
$50 Colombian silver. The officers 
and others who aided the cause of 
independence were paid later by 
Senor Don Eduardo Ycaza by checks 
on Brandon & Bros., although there 
was no money on deposit there and 
none left to speak of in the treasury, 
but Brandon honored the checks and 
was afterward paid out of the fir«t 
million dollars placed by the United 
States to the credit of the Republic 
of Panama with Messrs. J. P. Mor- 
gan &Co. In this manner Don Eduar- 
do Ycaza disbursed on Nov. 6 and 
the days following more than $209,- 
000 silver, besides which the Bran- 
dons let him have $70,000 in Ameri- 
can gold. .

“Under the Protectorate” Already. 

Determined to force the release of his 
superior officers, Col. Torres went to 
the Perfect of Colon, Gen. Pedro A. 
Cuadros, and ordered him to go to the 
American Consulate and tell Mr. Malm- 
ros that he was determined to burn 
down the town and kill every Ameri- 
can in it if the generals were not re- 
leased before 2 o’clock. This was done 
and as soon as Mr. Malmros had heard 
of the Colombian officers intentions he 
sent for his Vice Consul “Jimmy” Hyatt, 
and together they went to the Panama 
Railroad, where they saw Col. Shaler, 
who told them that the Captain of ths 
Colombian gunboat Cartagena had just 
asked for supplies of water and coal on 
Colombian Government requisition and 
that he replied that he would not give 
either unless paid for in advance, as 
Panama was now independent and under 
the protectorate of the American Gov- 
ernment. 

After. Malmros, Hyatt and Shaler had 
discussed Torres’ threat of which Shaler 
had already been informed by Melen- 
dez, they decided to call Commander 
Hubbard ashore, which they did by a 
pre-arranged signal flashed to the U. S. 
S. Nashville by a heliograph, which had 
beén rigged upon the roof of the Panama 
Railroad depot. They went to the wharf 
and within a few minutes Commander 
Hubbard arrived. He promised to im- 
mediately land such body of men, with 
extra arms for arming the citizens, as 
the complement of the ship would per- 
mit. 

The order for landing was immediately 
given and at 1:30 p. m., the boats left 
the ship with a party of 42 men under 
the command of Lieutenant-Commander 
M. Witzel, with midshipman J. P. Jack- 
son as second in command. Time pres- 
sing, Hubbard gave verbal orders to 
Witzel to take the Panama _ Railroad 
Building, to put it into the best state of 
defense possible and protect the lives 
of the citizens assembled there—‘‘not fir- 
ing unless fired upon.” The women and 
children took refuge on the German 
steamer Marcomania and the Panama 
Railroad steamship City of Washington, 
both ready to haul out fram dock if 
necessary. The Nashville got under way 
and patrolled along the waterfront close 
in and ready to use either small arms 
or shrapnel fire. The Colombians sur-

The Nashville Moved In. 

When the Captain of the Colombian 
Runboat saw the Nashville weigh anchor 
and move in ready for action and guns 
trained on his ship and on the wharf, 
he ,left the harbor. 


“At about 4 p. m. Maj. William Murray 
Black of the United States Engineers 
and Lieut. Brooke, who had been de- 
tailed at the request of the Isthmian 
Canal Commission to follow the work of 
the French at Culebra and who had 
knowledge of the plans of the revolu- 
tionists, arrived on a freight train and 
at once offered their services to Lieu- 
tenant-Commander Witzel, and from 
then on they aided in placing the rail- 
road building in a state of defense. 


The employes of the Panama Railroad 
Co. and other Americans were’ formed 
into a.company and armed with rifles. 
etc., landed from the U. S. S. Nashville. 


Maj. Black and Lieut. Brooke took com- 


mand of them and this body was after- 
ward known as ‘“‘Black’s Legion.”’ 


When Torres saw that the Americans 
were preparing for hostilities and forti- 
fying the building, he made a proposi- 
tion to Commander Hubbard, who had 
come ashore, that the Colombian troops 
would withdraw to Monkey Hill if the 
Nashville’s forces should be re- 
embarked and the town left in posses- 
sion of the Colon police until the return 
of the Alcade, who had been sent over 
to Panama to see the Colombian Gen- 
erals. 


Not Much Cash in the Treasury. 
Commander Hubbard decided to ac- 
cept the Colombian Commander’s propo- 
sition and ordered his men _ toreturn on 
board.

In Panama, meanwhile, the organiza-

worse, it was actually some $2000 in 
debt, which had been advanced by 
Isaac Brandon & Bros. on the persona!

But the greater part of this money wa3 
in vouchers, promissory notes, ad- 
vances on salaries, etc. 


Exactly how much cash there was 
in the Departmental] Treasury has nev- 
er been ascertained, but Eduardo de 
Ycaza, who was paymaster for the re- 
public of Panama, says that when he 
tcck over the treasury, on Nov. 5 or 6, 
it contained only $38,000 silver. 

On the morning of Nov. 4, the Ehrman 
Bank, of which United States Vice- 
Consul Felix Ehrman was the senior 
partner, had to be called upon to pro- 
vide eight boxes of Colombian silver {r 
oider that the rank and file of the ‘‘Co- 
lombia’’ regiment might be given the 
bribe money, $50 apiece, they had been 
promised.

Garcia. Among those who wefe. con- 
tented with less Capt. Eduardo Pe- 
rez and Capt. Joe Manuel Roderi- 
guez seem to have been contented 
with $600 apiece.

Money was given away with the 
utmost liberality, as a simple order 
written on any old piece of paper and 
signed by Huertas was enough for 
the fortunate one to get the money 
he asked for. 

Huertas was given $30,00) silver jn two 
payments of $15,000, and $35,000 in all wa3 
paid to Gen. Ruben Varon, the com- 
mander of the Padilla. 

Afterward Huertas was given an ad- 
ditional $50,000 in American gold. 

At a little before 2 o’clock all the lead- 
ers went to the solemn session of the 
Municipal Council. -The authority of 
the Junta was recognized, and the Cabi- 
net appointed by it was accepted as the 
new Government of Panama. 

Then the Council and all present .went 
into the Cathedral Plaza, where, from 
the steps of the Cathedral Dr. Carlos A. 
Mendoza read the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. 

During the reading of the Declaration 
o* Independence the following . cables 
were sent to the State Department in 
Washington: 


“Dr. Amador, after having spoken with 
Gen. Amaya, had me come down from 
the room I occupied at police headquar- 
ters and informed me that the events 
which had taken place on the previous 
evening were the result of a plan for a 
long time conceived and discussed at 
length in Panama and in Washington 
and executed under the protection and 
guarantee of the Government of thc 
United States, with which he personal- 
ly had recently come to an understand- 
ing, and from which he had received 
$250,000 to meet the first expenses of the 
new republic; that in consequence it 
was ridiculous to suppose that the Pan- 
amanians could have successfully de- 
fied the rest cf the republic, and that 
for the same reason all resistance on 
my part would be quite useless; that 
therefore I ought to order the re- 
embarkation of the battalion Tiradores, 
which remained in Colon, taking ad- 
vantage for this purpose of the local 
mati steam packet Orinoco, then In that 
port, and thus avoiding In a spirit of

Already the firemen 
have come across parts of a human 
body.

FREEPORT, N. ¥., July 4—A line of 
inquiry hitherto overlecoked was gone 
into teday in an effort to solve the mys- 
tery of how and by whom Mrs. Louise 
Bailey was shot to death last Tuesday 
night in the effice of Dr. Edward Car- 
man. 

Several of the witnesses in the case 
have said that at the time the shot was 
fired through the window of the phy- 


| sicilan's private cenaultetion room there 


were two women waiting in the ante- 
room. 

Mrs. Carman swore she saw them run- 
ning eut of the house after the firing of 
the revolver. Her sister, Mrs. Powell, 
told of two women rushing through the 
lower hallway and blocking her way as 
she sought to enter Dr. Carman’s office. 

George Golder, the patient whe seems 
to have seen and heard more than any- 
one else, also spoke of having observed 
them in the anteroom while he was 
waiting to see the physician. He did net 
gee them afterwards. 

Youth Saw Woman Running. 

The question arises now, who were 
these women? Why were they there? 
And being there and being able to see 
and hear as much as Golder—would they 
corroborate him or exonerate Mrs. Car- 
man? 

Sidney Schloss, a youth of 2 who is an 


told this story tonight: 

“TJ was riding my bicycle along the 
Merrick road Jast Tuesday night, in the 
direction of Dr. Carman’s house when I 
heard the shot fired. 

“Just as I approachéd Grove street, at 
the corner of which ig the Elks’ Club, 
I saw a woman running down the Mer- 
rick road from the direction of Dr. Car- 
man’s house. I would not say she came 
from there because I don't know she 
did. Anyhow she ran to the &8orner 
across the street from the Elks’ Club, 
where there was an automobile waiting 
with its engine running. She jumped 
into this and the chauffeur started it 
away at a good speed. I only noticed 
the incident because the woman was 
running, and did not in any way connect 
it with the shot. Maybe it didn’t have 
any thing to do with the case, but I’m 
just telling it for what it is worth.” 

Dr. Carman has patients from all over 
Long Island. He is a specialist in treat- 
ment of women, and some of his patients 
come from the smart sections. It is be- 
lieved to be altogether likely that this 
woman was wealthy and perhaps promi- 
nent, and so took ‘flight to avoid pub- 
licity. 

Patients to Be Questioned. 

It is understood that the county de 
tectives have obtained from Dr. Carman 
his engagement book containing the 
names of his regular patients and will 
see them one by one to learn if any of 
them was present in the eo that 
night. 

A woman is still believed to have done 
the killing. Most of the inquiries be- 
ing made now are about Mrs. Florence 
Carman, the doctors wife. She knows 
that as well as anyone else, and if she 
hadn’t known it before, the cross-ex- 
amination she got at Friday’s inquest 
would have told her. 

Dr. Carman, her husband, openly came 
to her defenfe today in an interview. 

‘I believe my wife’s story,’ he said. 
‘T think that what she said was alto- 
gether true.”’ 

“What about the contradictions by 
your patient, Golder?” 

“Golder, I think, saw an opportunity 
to be a big fellow for a day and took 
advantage of it. Hither that or he was 
mistaken in what he said.” 

It was learned today that several] wit- 
nesses will, on Monday, at the resump- 
tion of the inquest back up Mrs. Car- 
man’s story that she was upstairs when 
the shot was fired. 


One of these will be Celia Coleman, 
the colored maid of the Carman family. 
She will testify that she was in the 
kitchen from about 7:30 o’clock until 
after the shooting, and that no one 
passed either in or out of the kitchen 
during that time. This contention 
would, of course, knock out the theory 
that someone from within the Carman 
house left it by the kitchen door, stole 
around the side lawn, fired through the 
window and then returned quickly to 
the house by way of the kitchen door. 

Detectives Hunt for Weapon. 

The witness, Golder, spoke of having 
geen Mrs. Carmen pass through the 
hall just before the shooting and then 
having heard a water faucet opened in 
the kitehen. This would indicate that 
Mra. Carman was in the kitchen just 
before the shooting. The negro maid 
will swear that it was she who opened 
the faucet and that her mistress was 
not there at all,

A few years ago hill climbs played a 
prominent part in the motor sporting 
calendar, there being nearly.-as many 
hill climbs as races held. Thus far this 
year only one hill climb has taken place, 
and this at Uniontown, Pa., over’ a 
three-mile course leading up a steep 
grade. In this climp a Mercer race- 
about driven by R. C. Bigler was pi- 
loted to victory in the- second race, 
which was open to cars selling between 
$1601 and $3000. He negotiated the treach- 


erous ascent in the splendid time of 4 


minutes and 46 seconds. In the free-for- 
all, Bigler again was first, his time be- 
ing 4 minutes and 41 2-5 seconds. 


SPARK PLUGS SHOULD 
NOT BE REMOVED 
‘Tt is a bad plan for motorists to re- 
move the spark plugs from the cylind- 
ers too often,” says a veteran spark 
plug manufacturer. “If using a good 
make of spark plug, so built that it will 
not clog up with soot and will keep it- 
seif cleaned out, the only time that it Is 
really necessary to remove it from the 
cylinder ig when trouble is noticed, It 
is a good thing to leave plugs alone 

when the car is running properly. 


‘Many motorists nowadays let their 
plugs remain in the cylinders untouche4 
for six months or more at a stretch. 
About once a year plugs should be re- 
moved, washed out with kerosene, and 
any carbon deposits which have col- 
lected on the electrodes, scraped off. Do 
it when valves ‘need grinding. Repeated 
changing of plugs means that the porce- 
lains are likely to be damaged and the 
threads are liable to become worn, re- 
sulting in loose connections."’

FORD IN DELIVERY SERVICE 


“John Wanamaker in January, 1911, 
purchased 3) Ford ‘Model T cars. Twen- 
ty-five of these cars were sent to the 
New York store and 2% to Philadelphia. 
From the day the 2% cars arrived at 
Philadelphia they have been the sen- 
sation of not only the automobile trade 
but of the business world generally. 
All sorts of predictions were made as 
to how short a time they would remain 
in service. The many predicting that in 
a few months they would shake apart; 
that they could never stand the atrain 
of such severe work:as they would 
have to undergo in delivery service, and 
luts of men placed the length of their 
usefulness at one year. They were 
watched day by day for sighs of break- 
ing down, but, as far as the general 
public noticed, thelr numbers did not 
seem to lessen to any considerable ex- 
tent, and at almost every turn a Wana- 
maker Ford could be seen flying past, 
many of them apparently overloaded. 


‘Today, after three years’ constant 
service, J. H. Stull, of Wanamaker’s 
Fhiladelphia store states that the entire 
23 Ford cars in Philadelphia, instead of 
having fallen to pleces or shaken apart, 
are still in service, practically as good 
as the day they were put on the street. 

“These Ford cars are used by Wana- 
maker in city and suburban delivery 
service. They cover from 8 to @ miles 
a day, averaging from 300 to 500 light 
packages. Wach one takes the place of 
a wagon and two horses, but with the 
latter using one horse every other day 
the average of territory covered war: 
about 18 miles. With the Ford wagons 
as high as 600 stops per day have been 
made. Good care has been taken of 
these little wagons, but not more so 
than that of the horses, wagons and 
harness. They have done more work 
at a great deal less expense.”

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TIRE SIZES DETERMINE 
PRICES OF MOTOR CARS 


J. M. Gilbert, president of the La- 
zier Motor Co., and former general 
manager of the United States Tire 
Co., is authority for the statement 
that in the last enalysis, tire sizes 
determine the selling price of auto- 
mobiles. 

In explanation, he says, automo- 
biles are designed from the ground 
up rather than from the motor down. 

“The two most. expensive units in 
a motor car are the motor and tires,’’ 
affirms Mr, Gilbert. “And in the 
consideration of what the new cur 
shall be, the maker cannot separate 
those two items—motor and tires. 

“For the tires must. sustain the 
maximum effort of the motor-—s0 
the strength of. the tires must be 
equal to the maximum horse power 
of the motor. 

“Then too, the tires must support 
the maximum load of which the car 
is capable. . 

“If you consider that tires of 
larger diameter call for different 
gear ratios, and this in turn calis 
fur larger motors, it is clear that the 
first thing a maker must decide on 
is the size of wheels and tires his 
new car shall have. 

“An expedient adopted by some 
makers is to equip them with a 
standard rim, a size smaller than the 
power and weight of the car really 
calls for, and leave it to the buyer 
to pay the difference and put on 
what makers term oversize tires. 

“The larger tire diameter does, to 
a certain extent, support the load, but 
it cannot properly withstand the 
strain of the motor. It lacks the 
proper air space and sustainig quali- 
ties. .Nor does it afford the riding 
qualities of the larger wheel-size. 

“Wheels two inches smaller drop 
perceptibly deeper into depressions 
in the road and they have a tendency 
as every driver knows, that amounts 
almost to a determination to hang 
when you try to steer out of a rut. 

“There is all the difference in the 
world between riding on a 34-inch 
wheel, for example, and one of 38 
inches diameter. 

“These facts have always been 
recognized by makers and considered 
in the designing of new models. But 
the compromise between that item 
of cost and that item of adequate 
tire equipment is not always decided 
in favor of the buyer. 

“That is why, instead of classify- 
ing cars according to price di- 
visions, we makers -always classify 
them by the tire size. We speak o* a 
32-inch car or a 36-inch car—and to 
us the terms mean the difference be- 
tween what might be classed as 
small cars or large cars, though 
there may be a considerable range 
in prices of cars mounted on tires of 
either size.”

This impedimenta is most ingeni 
lously stowed, one each on the right 
and left fender and on the left run- 
ring board, on each of these is super- 
inypoged another held down by straps 
Or the right running board is a smal] 
single suit case trunk, placed under 
the front door, a special rubber trea4 
is made into the cover that it may,be 
used as a step. 


All suit cases are readily accessible, 
and any single one may be removed 
without disturbing the others, a 
splendid feature for over-night stops 
on the road, the baggage not needed 
remaining securely locked on the car, 
All trunks are equipped with dust- 
proof covers of water-proof matertal 
Altogether they present a most 
compact and businesslike appearance,

FIRST 1914 TOURIST 
HANDS OUT GOOD ADVICE 


The first motorist to cross the Ameri- 
caty continent this season arrived in De- 
troit lust week. 

The trip was made in a Studebaker, 


over the Santa Fe trail. The tourist, O. 
J. Gidney, was accompanied by his wife 
and son, both of whom unite with him 
in pronouncing the roads of the moun- 
tain sections in terrible shape. 


As the result of experience gained in| 


this transcontinental trip, Mr. Gidney 
hands out some timely advice to motor- 
ists contemplating a trip to the Pacific 
Coast. 

“Get over the idea that you must pack 
on a ton or two of freight to guard 
against emergencies,’’ is Mr. Gidney’s 
caution. 

“This was my first trip across the con- 
tinent. Of course, I received advice 
from every quarter, as the result of 
which I packed my car with a sleeping 
tent, ccoking utensils, agricultural tools 
end extra supplies of water and gaso- 
line until it had a load of at least half 
aton.

Licenses Show but 17 4-Horse 
Trucks Still in Use in 
That City. 


Exact data just made public by 
Edward Cohen, Chicago City Collec- 
tor, furnishes an _ interesting gom- 
parison of the delivery methods now 
in use in that city. 

All vehicles in Chicago, whether 
used for pleasure er business, must 
be licensed. “As the city derivas oe 
large revenue from this source, cem- 
paratively few vehicles escape regis- 
tration. 

The license list complied by Mr. 
Cohen shows the speed with which 


‘}motor vehtcles are replacing horses 


as a means of heavy-duty transpor- 
tation. Since 1911 there has been a 
decrease of 1789 in two-horse wagons. 
During the same period is neted an 
increase of 38408 in the number of 
commercial. meter vehicles. Of the 
latter 2013 are delivery wagons of less 
than ene-ton capacity, while 1396 are 
heavy-duty trucks, In April of this 
year only 17 9 four-horse vehicles 
were in use in Chicago. 

“The figures from Chicago can be 
taken as a criterion for all parts of 
the oceuntry where business compe- 
tition is keen," decleres Jehn N. 
Willys, manufacturer of the Garford 
and Willys-Utility trucks. “And traf- 
fie cenditions in Chicago are more 
favorable for horses than in almost 
any other city in the United States. 
Level streets, which for the most 
part are well paved, make the city 
easy en horses and as nearly ideal 
as possible fer teaming.

They 
are affected by other conditions 
than those\of traffic.

I honor them for it, and I am 
mighty glad to stay there and 
stick by them until it is over. It 
is patriotic also to know what 
the facts are and to face them 
with candor. 

“Their Duty to Set It Right.” 

I have heard a great many facts 
stated about the present business 
conditions in this country, for ex- 
ample, a great many allegations of 
facts, at any rate, and it is strange 
that these facts as stated do not 
tally with each other. Now the truth 
always matches the truth, and when 
I find gentlemen insisting that every- 
thing is going wrong, when it is de- 
monstrable that most things are 
going right, I wonder what they are 
trying to do. Are they trying to 
serve the country, or are they try- 
ing to serve something smaller than 
the country? Are they trying to put 
hope into’ the héarts of men who 
work and toil every day, or rather, 
are they putting discouragement and 
despair into these hearts? If they 
love America and anything is wrong, 
it is their duty to put their hands to 
the task of setting it right. 

And when the facts are known and 
acknowledged, the duty of all pa- 
triotic men is to accept them in can- 
dor, and address themselves to coun- 
sel, and work in harmony and uni- 
versal concert. 


I have had some experience in the 
last 14 months which have not been 
entirely refreshing. It was _ uni- 
versally admitted that the banking 
system of this country needed re- 
organization. We set the best minds 
we could find to the task of discov- 
ering the best methods of reorgani- 
zation. We met with hardly any- 
thing but criticism from the bank- 
ers of this country. We met with 
hardly anything but resistance from 
the bankers of this country, or at 
least from the majority of those who 
said anything. And yet, just so soon 
as that act was passed, on the very 
next day there was an universal cho- 
rus of applause from the bankers of 
the United States. Now, if it was 
wrong the day before it was passed, 
why was it right the day after it was 
passed? Where had been the cando 
of criticism by the concert of coun- 
sel which makes a great nation suc- 
cessful? It is not patriotic to con- 
cert measures against one another; 
it is patriotic to concert measures for 
one another. 

What Is to Be Done With Power? 

You know the Declaration of In- 
dependence has in one sense lost its 
significance. 


Now, nobody 
would dare to doubt we are indepen- 


dent. As a Declaration of Indepen- | 


dence it is a mere historic document. 


The independence is a fact so stupen- | 


dous that it can be measured only by 
the size of the energy, ability, wealth 
and power of one of the greatest na- 
tions of the world. But it is one 
thing to be independent and it is an- 
other thing to know what to do with 
your independence. It is one ¢hing 
to come to your majority and an- 
other thing to know what you are 
going to do with your life and your 
energies. One of the most serious 
questions for sober-minded men to 
address themselves to in these United 
States is what are we going to do 
with the influence and power of this 
great nation? 

Are we going to play the old 
role of using that power for 
our own aggrandizement' and 
material benefit? You know what 
that means. That means we shall 
use it to make the people of 
other nations suffer in the way 
in which we said it was intoler- 
able to suffer when we uttered 
the Declaration of Independence. 

The Department of State of the 
United States is constantly caMNed 
upon to back up commercial en- 
terprises and the industrial en- 
terprises of the United States in 
foreign countries; and it at one 
time went so far in that direction 
that all of its diplomacy was 
designated as ‘dollar diplo- 
macy.” It was for supporting. 
every man who wanted to earn 
anything anywhere if he was an 
American. Now there is a limit 
to that. 

There is no man more interested 
than I am in carrying the enterprises 


‘of the United States all over the 


world. I was interested in it long 


before I was suspected of being a 


politician. I have been preaching it 
year upon years as the great thing 
which lay in the future of the 
United States to show her wit, skill, 
enterprise and influence in every 
country of the world. But there is a 
limit to that which has laid upon 
us more than any other nation in the 
world. We set up this nation and -

of man. We did not name any dif- 
ferences between one race and an- 
other; we did not set up any bar- 
riers against any particular race of 
people, but op ned our gates to the 
world and said all men who wish to 
be free come to us and they will be 
welcome. We said this independence 
is not merely for us—a selfish thing 
for our own private use—but for 
everybody to whom we can find the 
means of extending it. 
Conception of Duty Now. 

Now we cannot, with that oath 
taken in our youth; we cannot, 
with that great idea set before us 
when we were a young people, 
and practically only a scant 3,- 
000,000 people, take upon our- 
selves, now that we are a hun- 
dred million, any ‘other concep- 
tion of duty than what we enter- 
tained at that time. So if Ameri- 
can enterprise in foreign coun- 
tries, particularly in those foreign 
countries which are not strong 
enough to resist us, takes the 
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_in preference ig its material inter- 
“ests. Would you rather be despised 
by all the nations of the world as 
incapable of keeping your treaty ob- 
ligations, or would you rather have 
free tolls for American ships? The 


' treaty may have been a mistake, but 


its meaning was unmistakable. When 
I have made a promise as a man I 
try to xeep it. The moSt honorable 
and distinguished nation in the 
world is the nation that can keep its 
promises to its own hurt.. I want to 
say, parenthetically, that I don’t 
think anybody was hurt. I am not 
enthusiastic for subsidies to a mo- 
nopoly and nobody can get me enthus- 
iastic on that subject. But, assum- 
ing that was’a matter of enthus- 
iasm, I am much more enthusiastic 
for keeping the integrity of the 
United States absolutely unques- 
tioned and unsullied. 

“Popularity Not Patriotism.” 

“Popularity is not always success- 
ful patriotism. 
man is sometimes the man who goes 
in the direction in which he thinks he 
is right whether or not he thinks 
anybody agrees with him, because 
it is patriotic to sacrifice yourself if 
you think you are right. Do not 
blame anybody else if they do not 
agree with you. That is not the 
point. Do not die with bitterness in 
your heart because you do not con- 
vince anybody. But die happy be- 
cause you believe you tried to serve 
your country without selling your 
soul. 

Those were grim days—the days 
of '76. Those gentlemen did not at- 
tach their names to the Declaration 
of Independence on this table expect- 
ing a holiday the next day. That 
Fourth of July was noc a holiday. 
They attached their signatures to 
that document knowing, if they 
failed, the extreme likelihood was 
that everyone would be hanged for 
the failure. They were committing 
treason in the interest of the liberty 
of 3,000,000 people in America, and 
all the rest of the world was against 
them. 

All the rest of the world smiled 
with a synical incredulity at the au- 
dacious undertaking. Do you think 
if those gentlemen, if they could see 
this great nation, would regard that 
they had done anything to make 
themselves unpopular and to draw 
the gaze of the world in astonish- 
ment and condescending surprise? 

“Lonely to Start Anything.” 

Every idea has got to be started 
by somebody, and it is a lonely thing 
to start anything. Yet you have got 
to start it if there is any man’s 
blood in you, and if you love the 
country that you are pretending to 
work for. I an. sometimes very 
much interested in seeing gentlemen

He ENE that opelarity is the way 
to success in America. The -way to 
succeed ‘in America is to show that 
you are not ‘afraid of anybody ex- 
cept God and His judgment. Jf I 
did not believe thae, I would not be- 
lieve in Democracy. If I did not be- 
lieve that, I would not believe people 
could govern thernselves. If I did 
not believe that the moral judgment 
would be the last and final judg- 
ment in the minds of men, as well as 
at the tribunal of € 1, I could not 
belleve in popular vernment. But 
I do believe these Ahings, and there- 
fore I earnestly believe in the De- 
mocracy, not only of America, but 
in the power of an awakened people 
to govern and control its own af- 
fairs. So it is very inspiring to come 
to this that may be called the origi- 
nal fountain of liberty and inde- 
pendence in America, and take these 
draughts of patriotic feelings which 
seem to renew the very blood in a 
man’s veins. 
The President’s Dream. 

Down in Washington, sometimes, 
when the days are hot and business 
presses intolerably and there are so 
many things to do that it does not 
seem possible to do anything in the 
way it ought to be done, it is always 
possible to lift one’s eye above the 
past for the moment and, as it were, 
to take into one’s whole being that 
great thing of which we are all a 
part—that great body of American 
feeling and American principle. 

‘“‘No man could do the work he has 
to do in Washington if he allows 
himself to feel lonely. He has to 
make himself feel he is part of the 
people of the United States and then 
he cannot feel lonely. And my dream 
is this, that as the years ;:9 on and 
the world knows more and more of 
America, it also will bring out of 
this fountain of youth a renewal, 
that it will also turn to America for 
those moral inspirations that lie at 
the base of human freedom, that it 
will never fear America unless it

I 
will not help any man buy a power 
he should not exercise over his fel- 
low being. You know what a big 
question there is in Mexico. Eighty- 
five per cent of the Mexican people 
have never been allowed to have a 
look-in in regard to their Govern- 
ment and the rights which have been 
exercised by the other 15 per cent.

Struggle of the People. 

Man’s individual rights have met 
with many deplorable circumstances, 
but back of it all is the struggle of 
the people and while we think of 
the one in the foreground let us not 
forget the other in the background. 

Every patriotic American is a man 
who is not niggardly and selfish in 
the things he needs that make for 
human liberty and the rights of man, 
but wants to share it with the whole 
world. And he is never so proud of 
the great flag as when it means for 
other people as well as for himself 
the symbol of liberty and freedom. 
I would be ashamed of this flag if 
it ever did anything outside of 
America that we would not permit it 
to do inside of America. We stand 
for the mass of men, women and 
children who make up the vitality 
of every nation. 

While you were trying to get a 
front seat just now, I was requested 
to turn around to address the dis- 
tinguished company behind me, be- 
cause it was feared you couldn’t 
hear, but I said that, while I had a 
great respect for them, and even 
quite an affection for some of them, 
the real people were on this side (in- 
dicating the audience.) If I had 
done anything else I covld not have 
proved I spoke on Independence day, 
because that great document, writ- 
ten by that aristocrat, Thomas Jef- 
ferson, Was written by a man whose 
heart was as big as all mankind, and 
he was thinking of them, not him- 
self, when he penned that immortal 
document. 

‘The world is becoming more ecom- 
plicated every day. Therefore, no 
man ought to be foolish enough to 
think he understands it, and that is 
the reason why I am so glad to 
know there are some simple things 
in the world.

Wheat bults turned ¢ the market upward 
in the late trading last week, after prices 
had recorded the lowest levels of th 
year.

Louis crowd made enormous profits.

I am not a believer in extremely high 
prices for poultry, neither am I a be- 
liever in prices that are too low to pay 
the breeder a profit. Prices of $500 to 
$1000 for a single bird are to me ab- 
}surd, I wouldn't pay any such prices, 
though I confess I would not, as a ma:- 
ter of principle, refuse to sell birds for 
such prices. If one wants to ask such 
prices and someone else wants to pay 
‘i}them, well and. good. And often such 
prices are not paid when it is claimed 
they are. I know of one historic case, 
in which it. was widely advertised that 
a price running up into several thou- 
sands of dollars was paid for a .cw 
birds. A check was actually given for 
j the amount, but I was informed, upor 
what I believed was -good authority, 
that the seller gave the purchaser his 
check for a sum more than half as 
large as the buyer’s check. The <ale 
made good advertising material, and 
the check was photographed for pub- 
licity purposes. 

But I am writing primarily to say 
that I do not believe in extremely low 
prices, either. The other day I saw an 
advertisement offering pure bred 
“roosters’’ for 75 cents each. Pure red 
birds of any size and quality cannot be 
produced for such prices.

When Chicks Feather. 


I have eight Barred Rock chicks 
hatched in April They are fine, large 
ones. They are healthy and I am sure 
they are free from lice. They are all 
feathering out nicely except one. It is 
nearly bare of feathers. It has only a 
few on its wings and legs. Do you 
think there is anything wrong with this 
chick?—Mrs. F. H. B., St. Louis. 

No, Ido not think there is anything 
wrong with the chick. I am sure it will 
come out all right. Chicks of different 
varieties and even of she same variety, 
vary considerably in the age at whica 
they feather out. .Take good care of 
this chick, as 1 am sure you are doing, 
and it will come out all right. 


Dry Food for Chicks. 

Mrs. L. F. B., city.—Do not feed your 
chicks much moistened food. The more 
dry food the better and never dough. 
You are apparently feeding your hens 
all right. Do not give too much corn 
to them in hot weather, but let them 
have grits and charcoal.

ILD bananas are almost wholly 

seeds, but what pulp is found 

is sweet and agreeable. The 
original banana had little value 

as a fruit. O. F. Cook, in an article in 
the 1903 report of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution, expressed the opinion that it 
was first cultivated as a root crop, the 
roots being used 
even

The seedless banana is 
the result either of hybridization or of 
improvement by a sexual reproduction 
of which the poate is the best known 
example.

Pendulum Hung to 
Magnet Swings Long 


HEN the pendulum of a otock 
is not stimulated by anything 
but its own momentum it 
gradually slows down. . This 

is due to the resistance of the air and to 

the friction of its bearings. Some pén- 
dulums hang from a knife edge on a base 

of polished agate, others hang from a 

supple spring.- In the former case the 

friction is very slight, in the latter there 
is no friction, but its place is taken. by 
the resistance of the spring. In both 
cases it is sufficient to bring the pendu- 
lum to a stop sooner or later. 
According to Cosmos the ideal articu- 
lation for a pendulum is suspension from 
a magnet. That scientific’ journal says 


that a pendulum 11 3-4 inches long beat- ° 


ing every half second, its stalk sharpened 
to a knife edge and hung by a needle 
point from one of the poles of a magnet, 
swings 15 times as long as an ordinary 
pendulum and will take 16 hours to come 
to a stop. Such a pendulum hung by a 
knife edge from a block of agate will stop 
in from fifty to sixty minutes. 

This magnetic suspension has been used 
in instruments of precision.
